Steering  committees 
will  be  formed  to  direct  the  cam¬ 
paign  in  each  area.” 


Gift  Campaign  Kicks  Off  Sept.  8 


The  Alumni  Board  and  area 
campaign  leaders  will  attend  the 
kickoff  dinner,  then  meetings 
will  be  held  in  each  campaign 
area  for  workers.  Petrila  reports 
that  campaign  organizations  are 
established  in  16  areas:  India¬ 
napolis,  Fort  Wayne,  North  Chi¬ 
cago,  Southwest  Chicago,  South¬ 
west  Indiana,  Northwest  Indiana, 
Michiana  (South  Bend-Benton 
Harbor),  Toledo,  Fostoria-Tiffin 
(Ohio),  Lima  (Ohio),  Cleveland, 
Dayton,  Akron- Youngstown-Can- 
ton  -  Massillon,  Dallas  -  Fort 
Worth,  Atlanta  and  Michigan 
City. 

In  addition,  organizations  are 
being  planned  in  Milwaukee, 
Cincinnati  and  Columbus. 


Petrila  proposed  that  Home¬ 
coming  ’73  be  used  to  assist  in 
the  campaign.  The  Board  dis¬ 
cussed  the  possibility  of  making 
a  centrally  located  display  for 
Homecoming  day  Oct.  13  where 
architectural  drawings  of  pro¬ 
posed  buildings  could  be  shown, 
along  with  information  about 
future  plans  of  Saint  Joseph’s. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  start  of 
the  alumni  capital  gifts  drive, 
Petrila  notes  that  3800  gradu¬ 
ates  form  the  base  of  the  cam¬ 
paign.  Of  these,  the  majority 
are  located  in  Indiana,  Illinois 
and  Ohio.

Saint  Joseph’s  College  family 
recently  suffered  the  loss  of  two 
of  its  most  dedicated  members, 
Mr.  Lee  J.  Gary  and  Mrs. 
Blanche  Halleck. 

Mr.  Lee  J.  Gary,  75,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Saint  Joseph’s  Board  of 
Trustees  since  1963  and  Board 
of  Directors  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Corporation  since  1972, 
died  of  an  apparent  heart  at¬ 
tack  Sunday,  Aug.  5,  while  visit¬ 
ing  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Senior  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Gary,  Juettner,  Pigott  & 
Cullinan,  Chicago,  Mr.  Gary  was 
very  active  in  all  matters  of 
governance  here  at  Saint 
Joseph’s.  Specifically,  he  drafted 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  1969  to  bring  them 
up  to  date,  reflecting  the  dele¬ 
gation  of  governing  authority 
in  the  management  of  the  Rens¬ 
selaer  campus. 

As  an  officer  of  the  Arthur  J. 


Schmitt  Foundation,  Mr.  Gary 
was  very  influential  in  obtaining 
annual  grants  to  support  the 
higher  education  of  members  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  faculty; 
as  much  as  $17,000  a  year. 

Also,  as  an  interested  member 
of  the  Catholic  laity,  he  has  an¬ 
nually  made  generous  donations 
to  the  college. 

At  the  1969  commencement 
exercises,  Saint  Joseph’s  recog- 
inzed  and  thanked  Mr.  Gary  for 
“learned  and  wise  counsel  and 
persistent  dedication  to  the  cause 
of  Catholic  higher  education,”  by 
conferral  of  the  Doctor  of  Laws 
degree,  honoris  iausa. 

At  the  time  of  death,  Mr. 
Gary  was  a  trustee  of  DePaul 
University,  a  trustee  and  direc¬ 
tor  of  Saint  Joseph’s,  a  director 
of  Catholic  Charities,  and  presi¬

the  alumni  capital  gifts  cam¬ 
paign  has  been  genuine,”  Pe- 
trila  says.

Woollen’s  first  step  is  the 
creation  of  a  master  plan  pro¬ 
posal,  including  a  scale  model  of 
the  campus  with  all  current  and 
planned  buildings,  schematic 
drawings  of  buildings  to  be  re¬ 
habilitated  or  built,  a  program 
of  costs,  functions  and  purposes 
of  such  buildings,  and  photo¬ 
graphs  of  the  model. 

Woollen  Associates  is  headed 
by  Evans  Woollen  of  Indianap¬ 
olis.  A  1945  graduate  of  the 
Hotchkiss  School  (Lakeville, 
Conn.),  he  earned  a  B.A.  from 
Yale  College  and  a  master’s 
degree  in  architecture  from  Yale 
University  in  1952. 

He  was  co-architect  for  Clowes 
Hall  at  Butler  University,  com¬ 
pleted  in  1963.

SJC  Enrollment  Up 

While  most  schools  are  report¬ 
ing  a  decrease  in  enrollment  for 
the  Fall,  Saint  Joseph’s  will  en¬ 
joy  a  15  percent  increase  over 
last  year’s  enrollment  or  49  new 
students,  bringing  a  total  of  377 
new  students  compared  with  328 
last  year. 

Total  applications  were  up 
over  1972  by  21  percent,  from 
732  to  885. 

While  the  quantity  of  the 
freshman  class  is  up,  quality  has 
not  decreased,  as  those  students 
with  a  3.0  or  better  grade  point 
average  has  increased  over  the 
Class  of  ’72  by  51  percent. 


Losses  Plague  Puma  Defense 


For  the  first  time  in  what 
seems  like  a  decade,  Saint 
Joseph’s  is  working  to  patch  up 
graduation  gaps  on  defense 
while  the  offense  boasts  most  of 
the  veteran  punch.  Included 
among  18  lettermen  lost  are  a 
group  of  three-year  starters 
who  made  SJC’s  defense  the 
strongest  in  the  Indiana  Collegi¬ 
ate  Conference  for  the  past 
three  years. 

An  overview  of  the  Pumas  for 
1973  shows  a  wealth  of  backfield 
talent,  both  offensively  and  de¬ 
fensively,  but  a  relative  shortage 
of  proven  line  talent  in  both 
areas.  Compounding  the  line 
problems  is  the  fact  that  the 
trenchmen  aren’t  as  big  as  last 
year,  yet  coach  Bill  Jennings  has 
good  reason  for  optimism  since 
these  problem  areas  are  out¬ 
weighed  by  21  returning  letter- 
men  and  the  completion  of  a 
successful  spring  practice  ses¬ 
sion. 

Offensively,  the  Pumas  should 
present  a  potent  attack,  charac¬ 
terized  by  striking  power  both 
in  the  air  and  on  the  ground. 
Bill  Reagan  is  the  field  general, 
owning  11  TD  passes  and  943 
aerial  yards  in  ’72.  Willard  War¬ 
wick  and  Bob  Dragich  back  him 
up. 

Running  backs  Carlos  Phillips 
and  Jim  Taylor  could  be  the 
finest  tandem  SJC  has  fielded 
in  many  years.  Phillips  (536 
yards,  5.5  rushing  average  in 
’72)  is  a  super  breakaway  threat 
and  a  polished  receiver,  while 
Taylor  (407  yards,  3.9  average) 
has  power  to  burn.  Tim  Shindel- 
decker  and  Bob  Dexter  are  pro¬ 
mising  newcomers,  while  Bill 
Murphy  enjoyed  a  fine  spring  at 
flanker. 

Jim  Owens  (11  catches,  298 
yards,  4  TD’s)  and  Joe  Pallotta 
(14  catches,  187  yards,  one  TD) 
are  constantly  improving  as  re¬ 
ceivers;  watch  for  Roger  Bre- 
genzer  and  Jim  Lauraitis  to 
push  them  for  starting  jobs. 
Lettermen  Greg  Perkins  (cen¬ 
ter),  Fred  Mariani  (guard)  and 
Greg  Diem  (tackle)  spark  the 
offensive  line,  which  also  fea¬ 
tures  Mike  Noel,  A1  Waznis,  Ter¬ 
ry  Dane,  Jim  DeLach,  Chuck 
Endres,  Barry  Omahen  and  Jim 


Vanhorn  as  rapidly  improving 
blockers. 

The  defense  underwent  exten¬ 
sive  experimentation  during 
spring  drills  and  came  out  with 
a  rush  line  of  Kevin  McGuire 
and  Jack  Martin  (ends),  Mike 
Beatty  and  Dennis  D  o  n  1  a  n 
(tackles)  and  All-ICC  Kedric 
Beard  (middle  guard).  Walt 
Prochno,  Tyrone  Tyson  and  Joe 
Kearns  lend  backup  strength 
here. 

Linebacking  is  inexperienced, 
yet  appears  strong  with  Nick 
Bazan,  John  Kilmartin  and 
Bruce  Wright  heading  the  corps, 
while  the  secondary  is  strong, 
talented  and  experienced  with 


Nick  Lorenzini,  Larry  Lesniak, 
Jesse  Chick,  Willie  Turner  and 
Dick  Briede  all  boasting  mono¬ 
grams.

O'Reilly  Named  Alumni  Merit  Winner 


John  W.  O’Reilly  ’65,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  ABC  Television  Em¬ 
my  Award  winning  newscasting 
team,  was  named  recipient  of 
the  Alumni  Award  of  Merit  for 
relentless  dedication  to  his  alma 
mater. 

O’Reilly  is  Sports  Director  of 
KGO-TV  (Channel  Seven)  in 
San  Francisco,  the  station  hon¬ 
ored  with  an  Emmy  Award  in 
May  by  the  National  Academy 
of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences 
for  excellence  in  news  coverage. 
KGO-TV  also  was  honored  by 
the  Associated  Press  for  top 
news  coverage  among  all  Cali¬ 
fornia  television  stations. 

Since  becoming  Sports  Direc¬ 
tor  of  KGO-TV  in  May  of  1970, 
O’Reilly  has  established  himself 
as  a  vital  news  personality  in 
the  Bay  area. 

O’Reilly  has  injected  a  unique 
flavor  into  his  broadcasts,  win 
ning  countless  viewers  for  KGO 


following  ABC’s  Monday  night 
NFL  football  telecasts  has  be¬ 
come  the  highest  rated  show  in 
the  San  Francisco  area. 

O’Reilly  also  has  been  acclaim¬ 
ed  for  his  feature  on  the  life  of 
San  Francisco  49er  quarterback 
John  Brodie  and  several  inter¬ 
views  with  world  heavyweight 
champion  George  Foreman.
